te blll ae The stubborn refusal of the Home Secretary to recognise the deep gulf 


that exists in many areas between the police and the black community, 
with their bitterness over the use of “‘sus” laws as a form of harassment, 
’ is reflected in the open breach that now exists in Lambeth. 

Despite repeated demands for an enquiry from various sources, including 
the local council, the Council for Community Relations, Lambeth MP John 
Tilley and black organisations, the Home Secretary Merlyn Rees has turned 
a blind eye to an obvious area of considerable friction. 

Following the knifing of two plain clothes police officers on February 
9th, a series of arrests and incidents took place involving leading officials of 
the CCR and the Labour Party. As a result there has been a complete break 
with the police Community Liaison Committee by the Lambeth Council, 
the CCR and black organisations. 

This move has been accompanied by renewed demands for an immediate 
enquiry into the Lambeth police. For the sake of all concerned and in view 
of the widespread concern in the area, the Home Secretary should act 
without delay. 
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Some time ago Searchlight drew 
attention to racist activities in 
the Brighton area in an article, 
‘Brighton — Britain’s Racist Capital’. 
We return to the theme because 
there has recently been a wave of 
violence from the NF and other 
Nazi groups in Brighton, and a re- 
emergence of some of the old 
Monday Club elements who had 
connections with the extreme-right 
in the early 1970s. 


On January 19 1979 a meeting took place 
in the William IV room at the Brighton 
Pavilion. The main speaker was Italian 
neo-fascist boss Georgio Almirante and 
alongside him on the platform as the 
supporting speaker was Julian Amery 
MP, the member for Brighton Pavilion. 

From the outset, Almirante’s visit was 
presented as merely that of a “right of 
centre” politician in order to try and 
obscure the fact that he is a dyed-in the- 
wool fascist. 

The first public announcement came 
on the eve of the meeting when a hand- 
out was reported in the local Evening 
Argus: “Signor Georgio Almirante is 
leader of the MSI, the fourth largest 
party in Italy with more than 50 MPs. 
He founded the party in 1947. It is right 
of centre and represents the interests of 
small businessmen’. 

As though this little charade wasn’t 
enough, the meeting chairman Egerton 
“Bill” Sykes, a local Tory and Monday 
Club member, told Guardian Diarist, 
Peter Hillmore, that the meeting “was 
organised by Conservative Central Office 
and is a perfectly respectable official 
visit”. That didn’t go down very well with 
Central Office who said they knew

nothing about either the visit or meeting. 

The next ploy Egerton Sykes used was 
to claim that the meeting was organised 
by the European Movement, but once 
again his claim was strenuously denied by 
the director of the European Movement 
Ermest Wistrich, in a letter to the 
Guardian. 


Sir, — Your story (Guardian Diary, 
January 23) about the neo-Fascist Almir- 
ante sharing a political platform in 
Brighton with Mr Julian Amery links the 
European Movement with this meeting. 

First, the chairman and organiser of 
the meeting, Mr Bill Sykes, is not a 
member of this movement and we were 
in no way concerned with the function. 
Second, this being so, I do not understand 
how Mr Julian Amery could have assumed 
the contrary. Third, the European Move- 
ment either in Britain or in Italy would 
never consider associating itself in any 
way with neo-Fascist parties.

There seems to have been a less 
emphatic disassociation by the local 
European Movement branch. According 
to a letter denying responsibility in the 
Evening Argus from their local organiser, 
they do admit to informing their members 
of the meeting at the organiser’s request, 
and a number attended. So whilst 
nationally there would be no association 
by the European Movement with fascists, 
at a local level they were prepared to pass 
on an invitation to a meeting with one 
of Europe’s top fascist leaders. 

Having had two props knocked from 
under him, Egerton Sykes then claimed 
that the meeting was organised by himself 
on behalf of the Conservative Political 
Centre for South East England. But when 
the matter was raised at a meeting of the 
Brighton Council Amenities Committee 
on February 8, assistant Borough secre- 
tary, David Lunn, reported that the 
booking was made on behalf of the 
‘Right Club’ by Egerton Sykes, and was 
to be on Italy and the Italian Community. 
Now we know that “Bill” Sykes is well 
into his 80s but we didn’t think he was 
that absent minded.

Brighton Tories, to their credit, were 
furious over the event and the chairman 
of Brighton Pavilion Conservative Asso- 
ciation, Coun. Bob Cristofoli, said: 
“There is no way in which my Association 
would be associated with a fascist MP. 
I certainly would not have attended.

Mr Amery was present in his personal 
capacity and that is a matter for him’’. 
Coun. Cristofoli went on to say that he 
regretted that a prominent fascist had 
been invited to speak at a public meeting 
in Brighton. 

Although the local Tory Association 
was clearly annoyed, it is also evident 
that certain individual members were 
involved. One such person was the 
chairman of the South Eastern Region 
Conservative Party, Kenneth Payne, who 
it transpires was the man that organised 
the meeting and invited Almirante into 
the country. He was literally bubbling 
with enthusiasm when he spoke to the 
Evening Argus: “His manner of delivery 
is unique. He gets huge crowds because 
he speaks from the heart. Of the politicians 
I know in Europe, he is one of the most 
fascinating”. 

What was Julian Amery’s attitude to 
all this? Incredibly he joined his voice 
to those attempting to whitewash 
Almirante, by denying that he is a fascist 
and claiming that he is just an anti- 
Communist. 


In a statement to the Brighton & Hove 
Gazette Amery said: 


“Almirante has been democratically elec- 
ted to the Italian Parliament for 32 years 
and is leader of one of the smaller Italian 
parties. His electors number between one 


3 


and two million. It is a party of some 
importance. There is nothing in his 
published programme nor in his speech 
at Brighton which is Fascist. His appeal is 
to small businessmen and land-owning 
peasantry. 

It is true that he supported the Fascists 
during the war and after he was invalided 
out of the army he was a member of the 
Fascist ministry of information. But he is 
not a card-carrying member of the Fascist 
party. It is a strict rule of Italian politics 
that anyone holding a leading position in 
the fascist regime is banned from public 
life. 

I am personally of the opinion that 
Soviet imperialism is the greatest danger 
to the survival of Britain and the West. 
If the Communists were to take over 
Italy — and it is possible — it would bea 
terrible setback to the West and Britain. 
This is a basis for understanding between 
Signor Almirante and myself.” 


So despite the fact that the Director of 
the European Movement had no doubts 
about Almirante being a fascist and 
despite the forthright criticism of a 
“fascist speaker” by his own constituency 
party chairman, Julian Amery tries to say 
otherwise. If Almirante is not a fascist 
how does Amery explain away his par- 
ticipation in the conference in Marseille, 
10 November 1978, in which represen- 
tatives of fascist organisations from six 
countries participated. 

The following quotes from various 
sources more than amply confirm who 
and what Almirante is. 


I.J.A. Research Dept. 2 May 1972 


Almirante brought alibel action against 
the Socialist Party officials in Modena 
— who — on the strength of the 
document had described him as a 
“mass murderer and torturer of 
Italians” — he LOST the action on the 
grounds THAT THE ALLEGATIONS 
HAD BEEN PROVED TO BE TRUE. 

The decree was signed by MSI Chief 
Georgio Almirante in 1944 when he 
was Under Secretary of State for 
Propaganda in Mussolini’s Republic 
Govt. of Salo, declaring all members of 
the Resistance who did not submit 
to be outlawed.

“Almirante part of an _ idealogical 
wardrobe which also includes his 
opponents point out the knuckle- 
dusters and truncheons and high 
explosive of the movements cruder 
elements.”’

“Meanwhile the Euro-Right has begun 

to attract attention beyond Europe. 
Its third meeting held in Madrid in 
July 1978 was attended by an Argen- 
tinian sympathiser, Ricardo Curutchet, 
editor of the Buenos Aires neo-Nazi 
magazine Cabildo and secretary of 
a body called Movimento Nacional 
Argentino. The meeting drew a crowd 
of about 20,000 and all four speakers 
— ALMIRANTE, Pinar, Tixier-Vigan- 
court and the Argentian — attacked 
not only communism, but also AND 
IN PARTICULAR ‘“‘liberal democracy”’ 
which they described as ‘‘the ante- 
room of communism, displeasing to 
God, aiding and abetting license, 
destroying the family and damaging 
public morality ”’. 


Julian Amery is a politician with 
considerable experience and knowledge 
of European politics and can be considered 
a senior member of the parliamentary 
Conservative Party. It makes it all the 
more serious for someone of his standing 
to share a platform with and defend a 
prominent fascist, who, in the speech he 
was to deliver, attacks Britain and the 
United States for not saving the fascist 
dictator, Mussolini. 

As things turned out Almirante 
wasn’t able to say a great deal. He was 
challenged by a leading member of 
the local anti-fascist movement, Major 
David Spector, who gave details of his 
(Almirante’s) fascist record and as a 
consequence a council official who was 
present, closed the meeting down. 

It was claimed that earlier in the day 
Almirante had been a guest at a meeting 
of the Institute of Foreign Affairs at 
Chatham House. 


Fascist Violence in 


Brighton 


THESE EVENTS are reminiscent of the 
kind of links that existed on the extreme 
right of the Tory Party in the late *60s 
and early ’70s, particularly in the Brighton 
area. 

It is worth recalling, for instance, the 
1970 meeting of the “cultural” Nazi 
organisation, the Northern League, which 
took place in Brighton and was organised 
by the Hancock family. Amongst those 
attending were paid up members of the 
Conservative Party, the National Front, 
Column 88, Colin Jordan, Martin Webster 
and amongst the invited speakers were 
former SS members. The meeting was 
repeated the following year but on this 
occasion a number of ex-servicemen tried 
to stop the meeting and some of the 
visiting former SS members were rather 
roughly handled. 

A few days after the incident, a 
reporter for the Jewish Chronicle was 
attacked outsider her home and left 
unconscious in the gutter, on the unlit 
side of the road, for several hours. She 
was discovered when a taxi almost ran 
over her. Since that time she has received 
threats and sinister phone calls; attempts 
have been made to kidnap her child and 
someone sent a coffin for her husband 
who had had a heart attack. Finally she 
was framed up on a shop lifting charge. 

This kind of fascist violence is still 
going on in Brighton. According to 
Brighton Voice, just a week prior to the 
Almirante meeting, two shops were 
attacked in broad daylig: t. In the first 
incident, three people burst into Simple 
Supplies Whole Food shop and grabbed 
one of the staff by the hair, punched 
and kicked him and then kicked sacks 
of food around the shop, making off 
when another member of the shop’s 
collective came in. 

They then turned up shortly after- 
wards at Solstice Bookshop where they 
hurled a bottle at the window, narrowly 
missing a number of customers before 
smashing against a wooden frame. A 
passing police car gave chase and arrested 
three people who have been charged with 
assault and criminal damage. 


Black Uniforms 


On January 23 a film show was 
organised at the Wagner Hall by the 
Brighton Campaign for Homosexual 
Equality and a Sussex University Gay 
Group. Shortly after the programme 
started a gang of fascist thugs broke into 
the hall. They were all dressed in black 
uniform and wearing “Anti Communist 
League” badges and the leader of the 
gang had his nose and mouth covered 


with a scarf. They started to attack some 
of the people at the back of the 300 
strong audidence, but if they expected 
easy pickings they were quickly dis- 
illusioned as the members of the audience 
fought back. After a short exchange the 
attackers fled but not before they injured 
two people. 

The response of the Brighton Evening 
Argus was a disgraceful editorial that 
raised a storm of protest. Far from 
denouncing yet a further act of fascist 
violence they made the following 
comment: 


“On Tuesday there were more than 300 
people at a film show arranged by 
Brighton Campaign for Homosexual 
Equality and a Sussex University gay 
group. During the show a number of 
youths entered the building and 


started attacking some men at the 
back of the hall. Which, if nothing 








THERE ARE KNOWN to be several links 
between the MSI and the NAR (Armed 
Revolutionary Nucleus), a clandestine 
fascist armed group, responsible for the 
attack on the radio station in Rome on 
January 9th this year. The MSI have a 
youth front which is also involved in 
paramilitary training and armed attacks 
on left wing politicians and activists. 
They claimed responsibility for fires in 
five cinemas in Rome in early January. 
A few days later members of NAR burst 
into Radio Citta Futura in the San 
Lorenzo district of Rome at a time when 
5 feminists were discussing contraception. 

The fascists fired at the women with 
machine guns, hitting them in the legs. 
One woman who tried to stop them was 
ordered to stand against the wall and lift 
her skirt up, and then they shot at her. 
Later she had to have bullets removed 
from her uterus, bladder and pelvis. 
The radio station was burnt and all 
equipment destroyed, and the fascists 
left in a car that was waiting for them 
outside. 

There were spontaneous demon- 
strations of 100’s of people in the area 
the same day, and on the following day 
more than 40,000 women marched 
through Rome. They included feminist 
collectives from schools, factories and 
neighbourhoods. It was not by chance 
that the fascists attacked the radio during 
a feminist programme. The women they 
shot were part of a collective of married 
women with children who had been 





else, shows that some people still hold 
strong views on homosexuality.” 


The following night the editor appeared 
on local radio and after being subjected 
to a barrage of criticism for making such 
a comment, made a retraction. 

This is not the first time that Search- 
light has been informed about the 
activities of young fascists dressed in 
black. Last October a group of four, 
dressed in that manner, went into a well 
known London bookshop. One was 
posted outside whilst the other three 
went in and started to act in a provocative 
and aggressive manner. Fortunately there 
were sufficient staff to deter them. 

Brighton is not only a centre for the 
production of racist and Nazi literature, 
it is also a nerve centre for the political 
contacts that run from the extreme right 
in Tory party to Column 88 and on to 
international connections. 





meeting together since 1977. They have a 
regular discussion on the radio every 
week. Two days earlier, a molotov 
cocktail was thrown at the office of 
Erba Voglio a woman’s magazine and 
threatening letters were sent to them. 
Throughout the whole evening before 
the attack on RCF the library of EFFE, 
another woman’s paper, received 
threatening phone calls.

Searchlight has previously drawn atten- 
tion to the ease with which top Nazis 
from abroad are allowed to enter and 
leave this country, even men like Saccucci 
who was on the run for murder. Ten 
years ago, a top member of Italian 
Intelligence came to Britain to attend a 
meeting sponsored by people associated 
with the Monday Club. He also happened 
to have been a top official in the Mussolini 
regime. He was later murdered when it 
appeared that he might spill the beans 
on some of the current plots in Italy, 
involving Almirante’s party and sections 
of the Italian Intelligence Service. 

The events in Brighton show once 
more that the men in the shadows are still 
lurking ominously and they extend 
beyond the immediate and recognisable 
fascist organisations.

who was later arrested, (mainly thanks 
to the work of Lotta Continua, a paper 
of the revolutionary movement) was 
expelled from the MSI in November 1975 
after an internal disagreement. When the 
police raided his flat they found he was in 
possession of firearms.

I refer to your letter of 8 November to the Home Secretsry about the British Movement 
Raliy which was planned to be held last month in Southam, Warwickshire. The delay 
in sending you a reply is regretted. 


I have been asked by the Home Secretary to tell you that he shares your Committee's 
views about people who hold such extreme racialist views that their presence hare 
would be likely to foment racial disharmony. 


For your information, on 11 November 1978, 4 West German nationals arrived at Dover 

and asked for permission to enter this country to enable them to attend the Annual 
Meeting of the British Movement. All 4 were members of the NSDAP - AO (National 
Socialist German Workers Party - foreign organisation) the German section of the 
American based extreme right wing group. Their arrival in this country was referred 
to the Home Secretary and he decided that he should make personal directions that 

their entry to the Jnited Kingdom should be refused on the grounds that their exclusion 
would be conducive to the public good in accordance with section 13(5) of the 
Immigration Act 1971. They were accordingly refused entry and they embarked from 

the United Kingdom on the same day. 


You may also be interested to know that, in the week previously, 12 ether neo-Nazis 
were identified at the ports and refused leave to enter on the personal direction of 
the Home Secretary.

LEAMINGTON Anti-Racist Anti-Fascist 
Committee (LARAFC) have been pro- 
ducing a newsletter every month since 
September 1978. It is an excellent 
publication which was already been 
forced to expand, and its readership 
extends well beyond Warwickshire into 
the West Midlands. It deals with both 
local and national news about racist and 
fascist activities and contains regular 
reports, reviews and discussion. There is 
a regular trade union forum, which has 
included a history of fascism and trade 
unions as well as a detailed account of 
NF activity in the unions until now; 
there have been articles about Asian 
women and the NHS, Ireland, women 
and fascism and immigration controls, 
and the aims and objectives of LARAFC 
are discussed openly every month. 

Apart from producing and distributing 
the newsletter, the committee is very 
active in other ways. For example, they 
hold pickets every time local Nazis are 
being tried at Leamington court, and 
have a policy of ‘no platform’ to racists 
and fascists in the area. In November 
1978 they put pressure on Merlyn Rees 
not to allow visiting fascists to enter the 
country for the British Movement rally 
(see Searchlight No.42). 

They hold meetings once a week 
(with creche facilities provided) which, 
as readers will know, requires a con- 
siderable amount of dedication. There 
is also a women’s caucus which meets 
just before the main LARAFC session, 
because ‘‘It has been felt for some time 
by women and other members of 
LARAFC that issues of racism and 
fascism were not being considered 
specifically from a woman’s perspective 
often enough . . . Women working in 
LARAFC find that meeting separately 
helps to strengthen their position within 
it’’ (Newsletter No.6).

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WIDESPREAD 
ATTACKS ON 
ASIAN SHOPS 


ORGANISED ATTACKS on the 
property of Asians is becoming one 
of the commonest forms of racial 
harassment, and it is one which 
attracts little attention from the 
police. In Searchlight No.42 we 
reported an increasing number of 
attacks on Asians in Hexthorpe, 
Doncaster, where their windows 
were being broken regularly and 
slogans painted on walls. In Search- 
light No.44 we described how Asian 
businessmen in Maidenhead had 
suffered a series of attacks on 
property in the last few months; 
restaurant and shop windows had 
been smashed causing damage up to 
£1,000 worth. In Beeston, Leeds, 
there is not one known Asian shop 
which has not had its windows 
broken at least once. These are 
just a few examples of incidents 
that have been reported. 

In Stirchley, Birmingham, a 
mainly white area, the Patel family 
have had so much trouble that they 
have been forced to move to another 
area. Since they went to live there 
in May 1977 their shop window has 
been smashed at least ten times and 
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M.S. Patel 


they have frequently had racist 
messages through the door. Evidence 
suggests that it was always the same 
people, (a red mini was seen outside 
nearly everytime) but although the 
police were contacted each time 
the window was broken, they say 
they have been unable to find out 
who it was. 

All the incidents took place late 
at night or early in the morning, 
and on one occasion the two Patel 
sisters had just returned home at 
night when the downstairs glass 
was shattered. 


MORE ANL FORGERIES 


Three months ago, (Searchlight 42), we drew attention to ANL documents 
which were clearly forgeries produced by the National Front, in order to 
try and discredit the Anti Nazi League. 

We have received further examples of their handiwork in the form of 


stickers which were sent to us from Bristol.

RELF TRIES 
AGAIN 


ROBERT RELF is once more seeking 
martyrdom. Having been sent to prison for 
15 months for his racist activities he has 
embarked on a hunger strike “‘to the 
finish’’. He has now been joined by his 
wife Sadie, who said that she wouldn't 
eat food either as a gesture of support. 

Hovering in the background and 
trying to build a campaign of support 
for Relf is Colin Jordan. Never slow to 
miss a trick, he no doubt hopes to use 
any publicity he can get from his former 
bodyguard’s hunger strike to bolster his 
attempted political comeback. 

The problem for Relf and Jordan is 
that history, even recent history, doesn’t 
repeat itself; particularly when one bears 
in mind how many people in the fascist 
movement he antagonised by the way 
he behaved following his last bout of 
“martyrdom”. 

Relf really has tried very hard to get 
himself where he is. Not only has he 
printed and distributed highly offensive 
racist material but he has also sent 
the crudest obscene letters to several 
MPs and sent copies of a number of 
them to Searchlight, obviously seeking 
publicity. 

Perhaps Relf’s Ku Klux Klan friends 
will come to his aid and organise a 
campaign on his behalf, or perhaps Sadie 
will go round raising funds with her 
rendering of one of her favourite lyrics 
“up the chimney with them”. 

Latest information is that Relf has 
lost two stone in weight and has been 
transferred from Oxford to the prison 
hospital at Winchester, where a Home 
Office statement has been read to him 
warning him of the consequences of his 
actions. 


Freedom for Black 
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NF CLAIMS THE DUKE 





The death of Edward, Duke of 
Windsor, revived for many people 
not so much the question of 
whether he should have married 
Mrs Simpson, but rather was he 
really an admirer of Adolf Hitler 
and his Nazi Party as so often 
reported. This very subject was 
raised by two fascist journals, 
Spearhead and League Review, in 
their January issues, and they leave 
the reader in no doubt that as far as 
they are concerned the Duke was 
their man. 

The Spearhead article is remarkably 
revealing, not only for its comments on 
Edward’s alleged pro-Nazi sympathies, 
but also because it cuts through the 
phoney patriotism continuously espoused 
by the NF and quite clearly shows 
their own pro Hitler and pro Mussolini 
sentiments — some patriotism! 

The commentary starts off by specu- 
lating on the “real” reasons behind Prime 
Minister Baldwin’s opposition to Edward’s 
marriage to Mrs Simpson, and concludes 
that there was much more to it than 
a dislike of the Monarch having an 
American divorcee as his consort. 


“The King had seen for himself the 
appalling economic and social con- 
ditions in which great numbers of 
British people had to live and, unlike 
other members of Royalty, was not 
prepared merely to utter public 
platitudes of regret over them but 
was resolved to do something about 
them.” 


That “something” is then spelt out 
with obvious approval: 


“a serious study of the new social and 

economic experiments that were taking 
place abroad in Italy and Germany, 
where with much less available 
resources than those of the British 
Empire, new generations of political 
leadership were making much more 
successful efforts to cope with the 
consequences of the world-wide 
depression which shortly before had 
hit nearly all the industrial countries. 
In short to those on the inside the 
King was known to be something of 
a ‘Fascist’ and that simply would 
not do.” 


So there we have it in clear concise 
terms from the Front leader Tyndall’s 
own journal — Nazism in Germany and 
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Fascism in Italy were merely “new 
economic and social experiments” — and 
Hitler and Mussolini were the successful 
“new generation of political leadership”’ 

The article quickly gets on to familiar 
ground: 


“The King was known to be stoutly 
opposed to any policy which was 
liable to bring Britain and her Empire 
into conflict with Germany and was 
already well informed as to the role of 
Zionists, inside and outside Britain, in 
promoting such a conflict.” 


So there we go again. The trinity 
of Tyndall-Webster-Verrall that runs 
Spearhead is back on its favourite theme: 
the Jews drove Britain into a war with 
Hitler's Germany, that “ideal’’ society 
which had terrorised its own people and 
was planning to terrorise the rest of 
Europe, which apart from its anti- 
Semitism regarded black people one step 
up the evolutionary ladder from the ape, 
and viewed the Slavs of Eastern Europe 
as nothing more than expendable slaves. 

If by now anyone hadn’t got the 
message, what follows can leave them in 
no doubt: 


“In April 1935 the German Ambassador 

in London, von Hoesch, had reported 
to his Government the respect that 
Edward (then Prince) had had for 
Hitler’s achievements of reconstruction 
in Germany . . . after ascending the 
Throne he made no secret of his 
belief that only an Anglo-German 
alliance would preserve Europe from 
fresh warfare...” 


And then on to the piéce de résistance: 


“.. after the war had begun, he told 
the American Ambassador in Madrid 
that French and other societies were 
so diseased that they ought never 
to have declared war on a healthy 
organism like Germany.” 


The article in Spearhead closes with a 
reference to the TV series recently shown 
on the Edward saga and refers to its 
conclusion with Baldwin ‘‘droning forth” 
in the House of Commons, while “‘in the 
real world outside new men in a wholly 
different class of relevance, were making 
history in the field of achievement and 
action’’: 

Tyndall and Webster can hardly claim 
that these pro-Nazi and anti-patriotic 
sentiments are “‘youthful indiscretions’’. 








Mosley’s Friend 

League Review, in a much shorter 
comment by Keith Thompson also claimed 
that Edward “approved of much of the 
work being done in Hitler’s Germany”’. 
He also writes of the support given to 
Edward by the British Union of Fascists 
during the period of the Abdication 
crisis with their slogan ‘Stand by the 
King’. Thompson also mentions the long 
friendship between the old fascist leader 
and the Duke: “‘He was a personal friend 
of Sir Oswald Mosley and they continued 
to meet until Edward’s death”’ 

Whatever the truth of the claims made 
in Spearhead and League Review the 
real interest in their comments is that 
they firmly believe that Edward was 
sympathetic to the regimes of Nazi 
Germany and Fascist Italy — and that 
tells its own story.

ATOMIC WEAPONS -— THE 
FRONT'S NUCLEAR ‘SPIN OFF’ 


You may have wondered what the 
National Front's attitude is towards 
nuclear energy and high technology. 
After all, they are forever harking back to 
the olden days, when things were as they 
were ‘‘meant’’ to be. In John Tyndall's 
speech at their recent AGM in London, 
he recalled the “‘manly spirit’’ of Eliza- 
bethan and Tudor times, when all was 
“joy and laughter’. Some fascists are 
even followers of very old pagan cults, 
such as Odinism, which contains an 
element of sun worship. For these reasons 
you might almost be forgiven for thinking 
that the National Front call for a return 
to the horse and cart, or at least a vaguely 
ecological form of energy pr@duction. 
But this idealising of the past only 
serves to distract from the fascists’ 
main aim, which is to develop nuclear 
technology, especially in the military 


field, in order to ensure ‘White 
superiority’’ and independence from 
other ‘‘developed’’ countries. This is 


stated quite explicitly by Douglas Priest 
in an article in Spearhead (July 1978) 
called ‘Energy — A National Policy for 
National Survival!” 


But in the medium and long term, the 
bulk of our energy requirements can 
only be met by nuclear power. Building 
the plants and developing the service 
industries for this must be pushed 
ahead with all possible speed, regard- 
less of both cost and the clamour of 
the “environmentalists’ lobby. It is 
becoming clear that only nuclear 
energy can save the developed indus- 
trial countries from a very bleak future 
indeed. 

One “spin-off” from this which no 
nationalist can ignore will be its effect 
on defence capability. The most 
valuable national asset given away by 
Churchill during the War was the know- 
how to produce the atom bomb. The 
resultant failure to capitalise on our 
lead in nuclear weaponry led to 
political subservience to America, the 
dire results of which are only too 
evident today! 


Priest goes on to question the motives 
of environmentalists like Friends of the 
Earth. He says that since they did not 
protest against the reduction of wild life 
in Africa or the ‘extinction’ of herring in 
the North Sea (by Iron Curtain trawlers) 
but they do oppose the building of nuclear 
plants, then “‘we are entitled to ask whose 
interests they really have at heart’’. 





After a swift and superficial list of 
suggestions about the possible uses of 
electricity, oil and gas and alternative 
means of transport (milk floats, electric 
cars) he ends, “The future of our country 
lies in a National Front government 
plus the nuclear electrification of Great 
Britain”. 

In USA, the KKK also supports all 


South-West Africa, or Namibia as it is 
now known, has a large German speaking 
population as a consequence of its former 
position as a German colony prior to the 
1914-1918 war. It is a fruitful repository 
of neo-Nazi sympathisers who have regular 
contacts with associate organisations in 
West-Germany. 

Recently, according to the British Nazi 
journal League Review, two members of 
the Jungnationalisten (JN) of West 
Germany, visited the ‘Anglo Afrikana 
Bund’ and the ‘Odal Youth’ in South 
Africa, taking them greetings from their 
German supporters that said in part: 
“Stand fast young white South Africans 
— be proud of your race and heritage 
— you are the future and leaders of 
tomorrow”. 

Another visitor from West Germany 
was Herr Oetker of the Wiking Jugend, 
who went on a whistle stop tour which

moves towards nuclear power. In an 
October 14th rally at Seabrook, New 
Hampshire, KKK Imperial Wizard Bill 
Wilkinson said, “/ plan to use Seabrook 
as a focus for a national recruiting drive 
for the Klan . . . If we can convince 
people that Seabrook is safe, there are 
probably dozens of other nuclear sites 
that won’t have their plans held up”. 





included Namibia. With connections like 
this it comes as no surprise to read of the 
lunatic and bizarre antics of a young Nazi 
fanatic in Windhoek, railway clerk Kiepie 
Lee Jacobs, who totes a 9mm Fabrique 
Nationale automatic gun. 

His speciality seems to be sleeping ina 
home-made coffin which stands in his 
bedroom and alongside it stands a tomb- 
stone suitably enscribed with all his 
details, plus a large swastika engraving. 
Naturally overlooking this amazing scene 
from his place of honour on the wall isa 
large portrait of Adolf Hitler. 

The whole scene sums up the tragi- 
comic farce of white reaction in Southern 
Africa. It is a masterpiece of the political 
theatre of the absurd — a manifestation 
of a latter day Canute trying to stem the 
tide of the inevitable, as the myth of the 
position of the white minority as an 
entrenched master race melts away. 





HOW FASCISTS USED A UNION PAPER 


Following last months feature ‘NF activity in the Trade Unions’ we have 

received the following article dealing with the way in which NF members 

in the AUEW have used their Union Journal’s correspondence columns on 
a regular basis. 


THE MONTHLY Journal of the AUEW, 
the engineering workers’ union, has 
probably carried more fascist propaganda 
over the last eighteen months than any 
other labour movement publication. So 
much so that one member was forced to 
conclude: “The fascist enemies of Trade 
Unions are attempting Trojan Horse 
tactics in their efforts to destroy us”. 
This reaction was typical of so many 
following a series of letters which John 
Boyd, General Secretary and Journal 
editor, chose to feature in the magazine’s 
correspondence columns. 

In September 1977 Boyd ran an 
editorial on Lewisham deploring the 
previous months events and although

he sharply criticised those who called 
for a confrontation with the Front, 
saying they were “hot gospellers of 
hate’, he went on to assert that NF 
demonstrations “must be banned”. 

This proved too much for Edward 
Budden, 52 year old fascist and AUEW 
member. Carefully tailoring his arguments 
for trades unionists he wrote a letter 
claiming that low wages and technological 
backwardness were the result of coloured 
immigration. He told the Journal’s 
readers immigration had been “an eco- 
nomic, social and biological disaster for 
the British”. A rather restrained response, 
you might think, from a man who once 
used the National Party’s Britain First 
to reveal his plans for dealing with 
the Tory Establishment and Whitehall 
Mandarins. These “‘Race-Mixing Ratbags’’, 
he said, would be strung from the nearest 
tall tree. Despite his care, later Journal 
correspondents were quick to spot and 
condemn Budden’s “racism dressed up in 
pseudo-socialist ideas’’. 
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A thing of beauty... 


In the months which followed Boyd 
was to publish two more letters from 
Budden, but at no time did he admit his 
Front membership. Budden has worked 
in the engineering industry for 23 years. 
He joined the Brighton 7 Branch of the 
AUEW in 1964 when he was employed as 
a machinist at Allen West and Company. 
In 1967 he moved to the union’s Worthing 
Branch of which he is still a member. 

Budden is a prominent fascist (see 
Searchlight 31). In the 1960s he was 
a member of the infamous Racial 
Preservation Society which, early in 1967, 
came together with other organisations to 
form the National Front. In 1968 he 
stood trial at Lewes Assizes with four 





other RPS members charged with 
fomenting race hatred. A poorly handled 
prosecution resulted in their aquittal, but 
the RPS collapsed soon after. Budden 
then turned his attention to the NF and 
became their Parliamentary candidate in 
Hove where he lost his deposit at both 
1974 General Elections. During the 
1975 Referendum Campaign, millions of 
television viewers saw him lose his temper 
when the NF was refused affiliation 
to the official anti-Common Marker 
Campaign. 

When the NF split at the end of 1975 
Budden threw in his lot with the break- 
away National Party. With their demise 
he set about reviving the Racial Preser- 
vation Society. He was assisted in this 
by Denis Pirie who was convicted in 1962 
for his part in the paramilitary group 
Spearhead. In late 1977 they launched 
a rabidly anti-Semitic and racist publi- 
cation, edited by Budden, called Race 
and Nation. This pamphlet was considered 
by the police to be so inflammatory that 


it was referred to the Director of Public 
Prosecutions. That December he told the 
Brighton & Hove Gazette, “Of course I 
am a racialist. It’s a racialist newspaper’’, 
adding, ‘““The DPP can go to hell’’. 

By 1978 Budden had been welcomed 
back to the National Front fold, and 
contested Brighton’s Queen’s Park division 
in the East Sussex County Council 
elections as their candidate. He picked up 
a miserable 66 votes (2.4 per cent of 
the poll). 

None of this ever came to light in the 
AUEW Journal. Despite protests Budden 
was allowed to purvey his repugnant 
views to the union’s 1.2 million black and 
white members. It was November 1978 
before a letter from Councillor S. Fitch 
of Brighton was published revealing 
Budden’s Front membership. 

With Budden increasingly coming 
under attack in the correspondence 
columns, his supporters moved to the 
defence. The first was 50 year old Roy 
Broomhead. He has been a member of 
a number of unions, but found his way 
into the Stockport 10 Branch of the 
AUEW in 1974 when he was employed 
as a labourer at Mullard’s Hazel Grove 
factory. His letter threw doubt on 
Budden’s cheap labour theories. Pointing 
to black doctors in the National Health 
Service, he dismissed any notion of black 
workers being confined to menial, low 
paid jobs as “utter rubbish’’. He predicted 
“the end of the British people within the 
foreseeable future”. Then, adopting a 
familiar NF turn of phrase, he called for 
the “repatriation of all those coloured 
immigrants now here, together with all 
their dependents and descendents’’. 

By June 1978 Budden had retumed to 
the fray. He told his critics “that the 
Trade Union Movement was never an 
international charity but was formed to 
protect rights, interests, and privileges of 
British workers” (his emphasis). He 
looked forward to Britain becoming 
“once again, the land of superior and 
exclusive technology”. He was also bold 
enough to hint at the possibility of a final 
solution. “In such a land”, he said, 
“the descendents of coloured immigrants 
are doomed to be unemployed and 
unemployable”. 

That same month the Journal reported 
a meeting of the AUEW’s policy making 
National Committee. One of its decisions 
had been to instruct the National Execu- 
tive Council to mount a propaganda 
campaign explaining to members the 
dangers of the “Fascist National Front”. 
It also called for a strengthening of the 


Race Relations Act. 

This announcement provoked another 
fascist within the AUEW to break cover. 
Clive E. Farrer, a 54 year old member of 
the union’s Peterborough 4 Branch, wrote 
explaining he had been an NF member 
for 8 years. “It is quite absurd to label 
the NF as ‘Fascist’ or ‘Nazi’,” he claimed. 
Its membership “‘are men and women of 
sound character and common sense’. 
This last will be viewed with some scep- 
ticism by regular readers of this publi- 
cation. Farrer, who joined the AUEW in 
1961 when he was working as an inspector 
at Peter Brotherhood Limited, said NF 
principles were supported by 90 per cent 
of the populace. He did not attempt to 
explain why NF candidates, Budden 
among them, lose their deposits so 
frequently. Farrer predicted his letter 
would provoke “shrieks of outrage” — 
and he was right! 

The Bedford 8 Branch had adopted a 
resolution asking “‘Why do we allow our 
Journal to be used as a propaganda organ 
for racist views?” This theme was to be 
taken up in letters from other Branches

and members. Some correspondents, and 
even the AUEW staff responsible for 
producing the magazine, expressed serious 
misgivings about John Boyd’s editorial 
judgement. There were also calls for out 
and out racists like Farrer to be expelled 
from the union. 

One member wrote describing Roy 
Broomhead as a “weak link in the chain 
of our Labour Movement’’. The November 
edition carried a protest from Broomhead. 
“A high percentage of the membership of 
the AUEW’, he claimed, “would not 
support your anti-British pro-black, inter- 
nationalist Labour Party if you paid 
them’’. This may cause some red faces at 
Excalibur House, but Broomhead does 
support the Labour Party financially. He 
began paying the political levy when he 
joined the AUEW in 1974 and has done 
so ever since. Budden, however, had 
no sooner joined the union than he 
contracted-out of the political levy, and 
Farrer did likewise in 1966. 

Left to himself Budden might have 
continued to fool John Boyd and a fair 
proportion of the Journal’s readership. 
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He knew his audience and was adept 
enough to judge the level at which to 
pitch his arguments. The letters from 
Broomhead and Farrer lacked even that 
sophistication and gave the Nazi game 
away. Anti-fascists in the union then took 
up the challenge quickly and effectively. 

By the end of last year Budden had 
all but admitted defeat. Notably, he 
studiously avoided associating himself 
with Farrer — the self-confessed NF 
member. But in his anxiety to defend 
himself and Broomhead from the “‘totali- 
tarian proclivities” of their critics, he was 
reduced to quoting the United Nations 
Declaration of Human Rights. 

With a fascist of Budden’s vintage 
expressing such high regard for freedom 
of speech and belief, need trades unionists 
have anything to fear from the National 
Front? Let the last word go to a higher 
authority. Speaking of strike pickets to 
the recent NF annual conference John 
Tyndall said, “When we take over the 
reigns of government, as one day we shall, 
those mobsters will find themselves in 
police cells so quickly they won’t know 
what hit them”’. 
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ONCE AGAIN the National Front raises 
the traditional fool's gold of the anti- 
Semite: The Protocols of the Learned 
Elders of Zion. Ever since this bizarre 
booklet surfaced at the turn of the 
century, anti-Semites have offered it as 
‘proof’ of a world Jewish conspiracy. 

The Protocols purport to be the 
record of a clandestine meeting of Jewish 
conspirators (including the ‘King of the 
Jews’) who are poised to take control of 
the entire world. Almost certainly it was 
fabricated by Tsarist Russian secret 
police. 

The origins of The Protocols may be 
shrouded in obscurity, but its subsequent 
history is all too well-known. The Proto- 
cols have been translated into dozens of 
languages and have been circulated 
throughout the world. The English 
version, published by Britons Publishing 
Company, is in its eight-first edition, 
having been first issued in the early 1920s. 

Above all, 7he Protocols fuelled the 
Nazi belief in a World Jewish Conspiracy. 

The National Front, as much obsessed 
by the notion of a Jewish conspiracy as 
ever was Hitler, keeps returning to The 
Protocols. \n this month's Spearhead 
it is Martin Webster’s turn to blow the 
dust off this hoary anti-Semitic classic. 

At first sight Webster appears to be 
taking a comparatively moderate line 
(bearing in mind that comparisons are 
particularly odious in this sort of matter). 

Blind acceptance of The Protocols 
does not suit what Webster calls his 
“sceptical mind’. Reasonably he calls 
for ‘‘hard evidence’’ and suggests that the 
author of The Protocols was a Gentile 
who 


“employed the ‘leaked secret documents 
format’ simply as a dramatic device for 
conveying a message which if expressed 
in the form of an orthodox exposition 
would be too complex for unsubtle 
Gentile minds to comprehend.” 


However, Webster’s purpose is not to 
soften the anti-Semitism of his Nazi 
credo. Quite the reverse: it is to update 
The Protocols mythology using exactly 
the same techniques as his Nazi forbears. 

In fact Webster's attitude towards The 
Protocols does not differ greatly from 
that of the leading German Nazis. Even 
Hitler in Mein Kampf allowed the pos- 
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WHAT THEIR

sibility that The Protoco/s might have a 
doubtful origin. 

But it is to Hitler’s faithful disciple 
and fellow fanatic, Alfred Rosenberg, 
that Webster bears the closest resemblance. 
Rosenberg wrote extensively about The 
Protocols and in 1923 published a com- 
mentary on them: Die Protokelle der Wei- 
sen von Zion und die judische Weltpolitik. 

At the outset Rosenberg, some fifty 
five years before Webster, admitted that 
“no legally conclusive evidence either of 
absolute authenticity or of forgery can 
be furnished’’. 

However, according to Rosenberg, 
firm proof is unnecessary because there 
are other ‘‘documents from earlier times 
and from the most recent present which 
spring from the deepest Jewish sub- 
conscious and which reveal the same 
meaning as the reviled Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion". 

Rosenberg’s ‘documents’ consisted of 
distortions and misquotations from 
famous and not so famous Jewish authors; 
Rosenberg, who became the Nazis’ 
leading expert on the ‘Jewish Question’, 
scoured texts in order to seize any 
statement which could be wrenched 
out of context and fitted into his own 
fantastic theories. 

In this way, all influential Jewish 
figures were seen as being in league 
together in a monstrous conspiracy. 
Whatever they did and whatever they 
said was interpreted as evidence for this 
strange vision. 

Webster closely follows Rosenberg’s 
method. Just like Rosenberg, Webster 
announces that he has discovered a 
Jewish document 
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which in my view renders The Protocols 
largely redundant as a means of 
establishing that there does exist 
within the higher echelons of World 
Jewry a Messianic conspiracy to 
achieve global power.’’ 


Webster’s document is the recently 
published autobiography of the late 
Nahum Goldmann. For most of his life 
Goldmann was active in the Zionist 
movement, being for many years the 
President of the World Jewish Congress. 
In this capacity, quite naturally, Goldmann 
made many contacts with prominent 
politicians. 





However Webster, with his mind 
dominated by the idea of an organised 
conspiracy, sees sinister purposes behind 
all Goldmann’s activities. Here we can 
see the paranoid imagination at work, 
reading all sorts of meaning into state- 
ments which would appear perfectly 
innocuous to the average reader. 

For instance, Goldmann argues in his 
autobiography for strengthening ties 
between Jews of the Diaspora and Israel. 
For Webster this is ‘proof’ that 


“Goldmann wants Israel to be a sort of 
totempole for a world-wide Jewish 
nation Goldmann and other 
leaders of Jewry clearly are planning 
for a time when theirs will be the only 
ethnic community or nation at large in 
the world with a sense of identity and 
purpose.” 


In a few dazzling leaps of deduction 
Webster proclaims his major discovery. 

If Goldmann were the President of the 
World Jewish Congress, then, according 
to Webster’s skewed logic, he must have 
been ‘‘the leader of World Jewry’’. And 
this leads Webster to conclude: 


“Truly — if there is a Sanhedrin of 
learned elders in the way that The 
Protocols would have us believe, then 
Nahum Goldmann was its President 
from 1936 to 1968!” 


This is so reminiscent of Rosenberg. 
Also proud of a “sceptical mind’’ Rosen- 
berg was not content to let his ‘learned 
elders’ remain shadowy abstractions. He 
too sprinkled a few out-of-context facts 
into his idée fixe: he too named names. 

Thus Rosenberg pointed to the 
American financier Bernard Baruch, the 
British politician Samuel Montague and 
also to Leon Trotsky. In fact the mere 
existence of a prominent Jew was 
sufficient proof to Rosenberg that 
the dictates of ‘learned elder’ Theodor 
Herzl were being carried out. 

No doubt also Alfred Rosenberg, as 
well as his hero Hitler, would have 
approved Webster’s final statement that 
there is no need to read The Protocols 
“when real learned elders of Zion now 
brazenly publish first-hand accounts of 
their conspiratorial achievements and 
Messianic objectives’’. 


THE NF _ no longer advertises The 
Protocols openly on its booklists. To do 
so would be too openly provocative. 
However other Nazi groups are not so 
squeamish. 

The current issue of League Review, 
for instance, contains an advertisement: 
“One of the world’s best sellers. Everyone 
who is interested in what is really going 
on in the world will want to read this 
book!”’ 

League Review is the official organ of 
the League of St. George, an openly 
Hitlerian outfit. For a long time, the NF 
has been maintaining that it forbids its 
own members from having anything to do 
with the extremists of the League. 

Certainly the latest League Review 
confirms its Nazi reputation. Beneath 
the ad for The Protocols is another 
which typifies the League: “NATIONAL 
SOCIALIST LEADERS. A large size 
book of clear glossy photos of leaders of 
Nazi Germany. All suitable for framing’’. 

There’s even a passing reference on 
page 3 to Jewish ritual murder of Christian 
children: a theme which preoccupied the 
pathological Nazi Julius Streicher. 

Just so nobody could mistake the 
sympathies of League Review there’s also 
a long piece celebrating the ‘‘industrial 
harmony” of pre-war Italy and Germany; 
this contains all the regular sort of praise 
for Hitler and Mussolini that one comes 
to expect from today’s Nazis. 

However, what is becoming more and 
more evident in every issue of League 
Review is the close attachment developing 
between the hysterical extremists of the 
League and the “sceptical minds’ of 
the NF. 

For instance in this latest issue there’s 
another piece of awful doggerel by 
Frederick Winchelsea-Sheridan: an NF 
member. 

There’s praise and publicity for the 
NF booklet Lifting the lid of the Anti 
Nazi League: “Easily the best publication 
to emerge from the National Front in the 
last three years, it brilliantly — and 
accurately — exposes ... and so on and 
so forth.” 

Lest one should think that these are 
chance contacts between the NF and the 
League, the editorial goes overboard in its 
Praise for the NF and its Remembrance 
Day Rally: 


“John Tyndall’s speech was the most 
interesting and the most enthralling 
for us in the League of St. George. It 
showed a radical change in thinking 
within the National Front by calling 
for understanding and_ solidarity 
throughout Europe. His words must 
have been warming indeed to the 
delegates from France, Germany, 
Flanders and Holland, who had 


crossed the Channel specially to 
attend this important occasion.” 


The League has always boasted its con- 
tacts with European fascists, but the 
NF has publicly maintained its ‘little- 
Englander’ stance. 

The League Review’s words are 
particularly curious since John Tyndall, 
in this month’s Spearhead, appears to be 
setting his face against Europe. He gives 
a string of reasons why the NF should 
not participate in the elections to the 
European Parliament: no money, the 
likelihood of pitiful results, and even, 
according to Tyndall, a matter of 
principle: 


“The National Front was founded, 
before anything else, to fight for 
National Sovereignty and Nationalism. 
For 12 years this has lain at the root 
of everything that it has ever said or 
done.”’ 


And so distance must be kept from those 
foreigners across the Channel: unless, 
of course, they happen to be Nazi 
sympathisers. 


ONE SMALL ITEM in League Review 
shows that the similarities between the 
Front and the League of St. George have 
always existed. 

League Review announces the death 
of their supporter, H.B. Isherwood: 
His death ‘‘will leave a gap in our ranks 
which will be hard to fill’’. 

Isherwood was also a member of 
he Northern League, an organisation 

edicated to creating a European fascist 
ulture. Amongst the many things which 
the Northern League shares in common 
with the League of St. George is that the 


NF officially considers it too extreme to 


associate with publicly. 

The name of Isherwood shouldn’‘t be 
unfamiliar to NF members. Several 
letters from him were published in 
Spearhead \ast year. 

More importantly Isherwood has 
written a number of booklets about 
race. These have been recommended 
NF reading for years and are currently 
available from the NF’s own Nationalist 
Books. A recent pamphlet of the Young 
National Front singled out Isherwood’s 
material as being amongst some of the 
most “‘easily readable books about race’’. 

The Protocols, Nazism, theories of 
race: it is clear that the NF and the 
League of St. George share the same 
ideological heritage. They are merely 
peas from the same poisoned pod. 


Mercenary 
Training 
Camps for 
Southern 
Arica 


Recruitment and training of mer- 
cenaries for Southern Africa is 
reported to be continuing from 
various training bases in Europe. 

According to one report an 
eight month training and selection 
course ended in September ‘78 
after a successful weeding out 
process at three training centres. 
The first camp, it is claimed, took 
place in the Rhone Alps in France 
where 87 of the 133 applicants 
were chosen for the initial phase. 

This was followed by a second 
training camp in South-West 
Germany where a final selection 
was made, reducing the numbers 
to 58 for the final session. This 
camp was claimed to have been 
held on a large private estate in the 
centre of Holland and the training 
was particularly tough. Of the 58 
taking part, 47 were selected for 
service in Southern Africa. The 
nationality breakdown was given 
as 11 USA, 9 Britain, 7 France, 
5 Canada, 4 Belgium, 3 Australia, 
and the rest were German and 
Dutch. 

Nine of the Americans and the 
three Australians had fought in 
Vietnam and two of the Belgians 
in the Congo. The rest had no 
previous combat experience. 
Training instructors were ex-service- 
men from the USA, Britain, 
Germany, France and South Africa. 

Indications are that this is just 
one of a series of such mercenary 
training camps that have taken 
place recently, and it confirms 
reports that Holland in particular 
is being used as a transit base.

ROUND-UP 





South Africa 


AFTER A CLASH in a Johannesberg 
hotel between the South African National 
Front and young Jews, the South African 
government is considering repatriating 
the Front’s leader, Jack Noble, to Britain, 
and has banned John Tyndall from 
entering the country. Coming only nine 
months after the founding of the SANF, 
this would be a serious setback to their 
attempts to build a support group in 
that country. 

The Front was founded by Noble and 
John Dewer in mid-1978. Dewer, it seems, 
got the group off to a bad start by telling 
a South African newspaper that, “The 
National Front does tend to attract 
people who, at one time or another in 
Britain, felt sympathy with the Nazi 
Party. We cannot throw them out because 
we need them’’. Last November Tyndall 
was scheduled to pay a morale boosting 
visit to South Africa as Noble’s guest. 
The visit, for various reasons, had to be 
postponed. Now the Cabinet’s decision 
to stop him entering the country puts 
paid to it once and for all.

Noble, a barman who emigrated from 

' Britain in 1971, has also been involved in 
attempts to link the Front to an extreme 
right-wing group of Italian immigrants 
with whom they could oppose “the 
governments swing to the left” (sic). 
Recently the NF has taken to campaign- 
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ing for stricter enforcement of laws 
preventing blacks from residing in par- 
ticular areas of Johannesburg. 

The recent meeting in that city repre- 
sented its latest attempt to publicise 
the notion that race barriers in South 
Africa are being breached and _ that 
“International Zionism” is to blame. 
After the meeting had been broken up, 
Noble tried to make a play for support 
from the Afrikaaner community, calling 
on Afrikaans students to “provide some 
muscle at a meeting we will hold in 
Pretoria’. Such calls, however, seem to 
have gone unheeded, and the Front’s 
main source of support remains the 
younger immigrant from Britain. 

Although no firm decision has been 
taken to throw Noble out, Police Minister 
Kruger has assured MPs that action 
against the NF will be taken. One influen- 
tial Afrikaaner newspaper, (the irony of 
its remarks aside), hinted clearly at the 
way the government was thinking; “The 
spiritual leader of this racist clique is 
British-born, has lived in South Africa 
for almost twenty years, regularly has 
much to say about his likes and dislikes, 
but has never condescended to become a 
South African citizen. South Africa can 
do without such a race inciter. He must 
go back whence he came’’. 

More ironic still, in the light of this, 
are the words with which Spearhead 
announced and welcomed the formation 
of the South African NF: “Mr Noble,” 
it said, ‘promised moral support to 
the National Front for its policy of 
repatriation’’. 

Indeed the whole episode is a source 
of great embarrassment to the Front. 
Not only has the ‘repatriation’ weapon 
be turned against them, but Tyndall has 
suffered a personal and humiliating 
rebuff at the hands of one of the very 
governments with whom he dreams of 
rebuilding the ‘White Commonwealth’. 


U.S.A. 


CHINESE VICE-PREMIER Teng Tsiao 
Ping’s visit to the United States has 
certainly drawn a few worms out of a 
few holes. The demonstrations against 
his visit have been organised largely by 


Nationalist Chinese groups, but homespun 
outfits like the John Birch Society have 
also turned out in force to parade such 
delightful slogans as, “The Only Good 
Communist Is A Dead Communist”. 
In Houston, Texas, security police 
arrested a Ku Klux Klan member who 
tried to attack the Chinese Premier. 


Greece 


RESPONSIBILITY for the wave of 
bombings which shook the centre of 
Athens at Christmas has been claimed 
by the Organisation For National 
Restoration, a group which supports the 
return of the military junta. 

So far, fourteen of its members have 
been charged with offences related to 
the explosions. These include two serving 
officers and one retired officer of the 
Greek Army, and Dracoulis Voudiklaris, 
a Lieutenant-Colonel in the police. 

There is. widespread speculation in 
Greece however, that this represents only 
the tip of the iceberg as far as army 
and police involvement in the affair is 
concerned. These doubts are compounded 
by the unusually tight-lipped approach 
being adopted by the authorities. 

There are also reports that an American 
Air Force pilot supplied the explosives 
for the operation. The American Embassy 
and the Justice Ministry have denied this, 
but one of those arrested is an employee 
of the American Military Communications 
base at Nea Macri. 


West Germany 


DESPITE THE CRITICISM levelled 
against the Holocaust series when it was 
shown in America and Britain, the 
programme does seem to have had some 
remarkable and unforseen consequences 
in the Federal Republic. Most significantly, 
its impact on public opinion about war 
crimes makes it increasingly likely that the 
Statute of Limitations may be abolished 
for war crimes. Before the show was 
screened, a growing view that Germans 
should stop ‘soiling the nest’ and te- 
opening old wounds made abolition 
unlikely. As a consequence, war criminals 


would, from the end of this year, have 
been immune from prosecution. 

Predictably, the programme provoked 
a hysterical response from Germany’s 
neo-Nazis. On the night that the serial- 
isation began, two television transmitters 
were blown up in an attempt to stop the 
screening. The television studios from 
which it was being broadcast were, 
throughout the transmission, protected 
by steel shutters and armed guards. 

Partly in response to this, the German 
authorities have launched an offensive 
against the increasing strident neo-Nazi 
movement. In Hesse and Saxony 15 
Nazis have been arrested after police raids 
uncovered sub-machine guns, pistols, 
carbines, explosives and detonators, am- 
munition, helmets and gas masks. In the 
Westphalian town of Hoexter, raids on 
the homes of members of the “Fighting 
Group East — Westphalia” revealed stocks 
of machine pistols and hand guns. 

Meanwhile the trial has begun of 
Michael Kuhnen, a leader of the Front 
of National Soldiers. Kuhnen is known 
to have close links with the British 
Movement. He faces charges of inciting 
race hatred and race denigration by 
distributing Nazi propaganda material. 

A week later, a brawl at a Nazi meeting 
in support of Kuhnen led to another 
series of police raids in the Hanover 
district. Gas pistols, clubs and knuckle- 
dusters were uncovered along with Nazi 
uniforms and regalia. Twenty four neo- 
Nazis were arrested.

The largest neo-Nazi group, the NPD, 
is also currently involved in a court 
dispute. They are contesting a ban ona 
march they were organising through 
Munich to protest at the showing of 
Holocaust. 

_ Finally, West German police have now 
confirmed that the “Wehrsportgruppe 
Hoffman’ (see Searchlight 29) organised 
a training camp recently near Nuremberg. 
The camp, from January 12th-14th 
is thought to have been attended by 
members of a British Nazi group.

The Undesirable Journalist by Wallraff. 
Pluto Press, soft cover £2.50. 

This is a great book for Searchlight 
readers. Wallraff is a West German writer 
who has got numerous scoops by playing 
the part of the people affected by what 
he is writing about, and by pretending to 
be friendly to former Nazis and certain 
government departments in Germany. 
The book deals with the links between 
Portuguese and German Rightists at the 
time when General Spinola was seeking 
to destroy the new-found democratic 
state in his country. It also deals with 
unrepentant Nazis, police informers — 
how they are hired and organised — and 
the paramilitary back-up for employers 
in Germany. A great read, although the 
translation does not always do justice 
to the original. 

Pluto have also published a worker’s 
guide to employment law — Rights at 
Work by Jeremy McMullen. £2.25 paper- 
back. It includes a section on the laws 
relating to discrimination. A handy book 
to turn to. 

The Problems of Modern Society 
published by Penguin in conjunction 
with Open University. £3.50 paperback. 
A good bargain, (750 pages), this book 
deals with many problems that Searchlight 
readers may be interested in. 

Penguin have recently published in 
paperback Donald Woods’ book about 
the life of black African leader, Steve 
Biko. Woods, who is a journalist and now 
an exile from South Africa, was one of 
the few whites to get close to the late 
black leader. £1.50. 

Peregrine Books, part of the Penguin 
publishing empire, have just published 













new reader from amongst your friends. 
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part two of Claude Levi-Strauss’ Struc- 
tural Anthropology. This is a must for 
students of this subject but also a good 
read for those with a non-academic 
interest. £4.50 paperback. 

The Saint Peters Plot by Derek Lambert 
published by Arlington Books at £4.95. 

This is another of the many “factional” 
books that are appearing now. Based on a 
set of facts, it is given extra zest as the 
author overcomes lack of documentation 
by turning to fiction. The story is about 
the Nazi escape network run in collabo- 
ration with the Vatican at the end of the 
war. It suggests that Jews were also 
sheltered by the Pope, though history 
appears to show that, on balance, top 
Nazis like Eichmann (who got out on 
papal documents) did best out of the deal. 

One of the best buys this month is 
Tears of Glory by Michael Pearsons 
published by MacMillan at £4.95. It is 
the tragic story of the betrayal of Vercors 
in 1944, the uprising of the French 
Resistance after the Allied invasion on 
D Day in the mountainous region above 
the French Riviera. Apart from the 
battle for Paris by the forces of the 
Resistance, this was the largest uprising 
in France. It was put down with the 
utmost brutality by the Germans; the 
wounded were slaughtered, those tending 
them butchered and prisoners did not live 
long. Spun along on false hopes, they 
took the giant step of taking on the 
Germans and some fascist support groups 
on the understanding that help was at 
hand. It never came, and the Allies failed 
to supply the Maquis with the war 
materials they so badly needed. We owe 
a vote of thanks to the author for putting 
this story down on paper. 
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Bringing Back the Birchers 


The John Birch Society, for many 
years one of the strongest forces on 
the American far right is, it seems, 
coming back into fashion, not least 
of all with certain people in Britain. 


The JBS, though never a classically 
‘fascist’ outfit, succeeded during the 
late 50s and the 60s, in drawing together 
large sections of extreme-right opinion. 
Most of this success lay in their skilful 
exploitation of the claim that a com- 
munist conspiracy was at work at the 
heart of American government — a 


conspiracy of which even President 
Eisenhower was supposed to be a part!

Questioned about it, Mr Jarvis replied, 
“I don’t care who was sponsoring the 
rally”. 


Tory Student Leader 
Joins Birch Society 


Richard Hubbard is a student at York 
University, and vice chairman of the 





university Conservative Association. He is 
also a member of the John Birch Society. 
Aletter of his, to the JBS in Massachusetts 
begins, “Dear Mr McManus, enclosed is a 
bank grant for $20 in part payment for 
JBS membership. I hope to be able to 
pay the rest later”. And the copy of the 
bank draft which Searchlight has received, 
shows that the money was indeed paid. 

Hubbard is a very active member of 
the Conservative Association. He has 
recently been organising a group called 
“Antidote” which has published its own 
broadsheet Opinion, and is the editor 
of the Conservative bulletin Blueprint. 
Blueprint was suspended by the students’ 
union at one point for advocating the 
repatriation of immigrants. Antidote is 
a rather different type of publication, 
concerned largely, like the JBS, with 
the ‘World Communist Conspiracy”. 
Indeed, Mr Hubbard is a frequent con- 
tributor on this very theme, one of his 
articles appearing under the headline 
“The World Conspiracy: The Soviet 
Union — A Creation of the West”. 

Despite, however, the fact that like 
any other union society, the Conservative 
Association receives a union grant, 
Hubbard has strong views on the need for 
students unions at all. In a letter to the 
Free Nation last August, he wrote that 
“The advocates of compulsory student 
unions continually make one false assump- 
tion. They assume that there should be 
student unions . . . Let’s have a tax- 
payers revolt against the £14 million 
being used to finance organisations who 
seek to end society as we know it!” 
Incidentally, in another letter, this time 
to Conservative News (October 1978) he 
made the startling observation that, “no 
murderer who has been punished for his 
crime by the death penalty has ever 
committed the same crime again!” 

However, at a time when it appears 
that interest in Britain in the JBS is 
picking up, the Society is having problems 
at home in the US. Despite celebrating 
its twentieth anniversary recently, its 
membership has dwindled to about 
100,000, and it is being forced increasingly 
to play second fiddle to other powerful 
groupings of the ‘New Right’ within the 
Republican Party. 

The recent ‘Jonestown’ massacre in 
Guyana has also resulted in the disclosure 
that in at least one County in San Fran- 
cisco, the JBS benefitted from support 
from Jim Jones’ ‘People’s Temple’. 
Walter Heady, chairman of Mendocino 
County John Birch Society is known to 
have been particularly close to Jones, 
and to have received his backing. 





GREY WOLVES ON CAMPUS 


SUSPICIONS that the Turkish “Grey 
Wolves”’ had set up cells amongst Turkish 
students in this country were confirmed 
on February 9th, when a member of 
the Union of Turkish Progressives was 
savagely beaten at Birmingham University. 

A member of the TUP held that 
afternoon had been noticed by a member 
of the Grey Wolves who has been involved 
in at least two other attacks. A few phone 
calls from him brought together a gang of 
ten — six from Birmingham, two from 
Loughborough, one from Aston Univer- 
sity, and the other, it is thought, from 
Leeds. Later in the day this group found 
Turhan Oszaris in a Union bar and 
attacked him. 

Oszaris was badly kicked about the 
head and required hospital treatment. 
An attempt to stab him failed, though 
his coat was badly damaged by a knife. 
As he was being driven to hospital by an 
English friend they found themselves 
being chased by a car containing the 
attackers. Only after a high speed car 
chase through some of the quieter areas 
of Birmingham, were their pursuers 
shaken off. 

In Turkey the Grey Wolves have 
become synonomous with the murderous 
attacks which are now commonplace 
(see Searchlight 44), and are thought to 
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Anti-fascist demonstration in Izmir, December 1978. 


have been responsible for between 800 
and 1,000 murders there in the last year 
alone. One of the attackers in this case 
is known to have boasted of the number 
of people he has killed in Turkey. They 
have made contact with a number of 
organisations in this country, with whom 
they are beginning to co-operate. In 
particular, ex-BNP leader Eddie Morrison 
from Leeds is known to have a special 
admiration for their ‘‘fighting spirit”’. 

A demonstration at Birmingham the 
following day attracted 60-70 Turkish 
students. The Students Union is taking a 


strong line over the affair and is calling 
for the expulsion of those responsible. 
They also intend to press Aston University 
to discipline their engineering post- 
graduate who was involved. ; 

One of the attackers made the mistake, 
a few days later, of visiting one of the 
bars in the Union building. Such was the 
animosity shown towards him that he was 
forced to seek refuge in a storeroom. 
Only the personal intervention of the 
Union President got him safely out of 
the building.

Hitler’s Ara 


Heinemann’s 


Statement 


In Searchlight 43 we published a 
critical article on an educational 
book Hitlers Ara written by M.E. 
Mountjoy and published by Heine- 
mann Educational Books. 
Following the publicity and 
criticism over their publication, 
Heinemann have issued the follow- 


ing statement which in effect 
recognises. the validity of our 
assessment. 


A number of critical press reports have 
appeared which may have given rise to 
public misunderstanding. HEB therefore 
wish to clarify the situation. 

The January issue of the anti-Fascist 
journal Searchlight contained a critical 
review of the book by Wilfred van der Wil, 
of Birmingham University. We felt that 
the points he made were sincerely argued 
and deserved careful consideration, par- 
ticularly in the light of signs of neo-Fascist 
activity in this country since the book 


appeared. 

The author shares our concern while 
stressing, as we do, that the book was 
written and published without any 
intention of condoning Nazism, and 
indeed without doing so. The last words 
in the book — “‘Heil Hitler!’’ — must, in 
the context, be recognised by any reader 
as only ironic. 

The author, a sincere anti-Nazi, has 
also. written three language readers 
describing wartime resistance to the 
Nazis (Agent Secret, Salut Danger, 
and Mission Accomplie, published by 
Macmillan). 

We take the view that it would be 
wrong to withdraw permanently a German 
reader which records the events of an 
important period in modern history. 
Nevertheless, the author intends to 
modify parts of the text to remove any 
possibility of misinterpretation. We shall 
shortly issue a revised edition of the book. 
Meanwhile sales of the present edition 
have been suspended. 
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NEWS IN BRIEF 





PROTESTS GROW IN YARMOUTH 


The decision of Yarmouth Borough 
Council to allow the NF to hold their 
October conference in the Town Hall 
continues to meet with resistance from 
local and national organisations. 

The National Union of Agricultural 
and Allied Workers (NUAAW) has con- 
firmed that they will probably cancel 
plans to hold their biennial conference 
there unless the decision is reversed. 
The NUAAW conference is due to be held 
in May 1980 and would be attended by 
about 200 people. Yarmouth Trades 
Council is urging all local trade unions to 
take up similar action in protest against 
the Town Hall being used for the NF 
conference. 

Yarmouth Council of Churches has 
recently written a letter to each of the 
borough councillors expressing ‘‘deep 
concern’ about the National Front and 
its aims, in an attempt to persuade them 
to change their minds. 

Yarmouth Holiday Association has 
also met to discuss its attitude to the NF 
conference. One possible course of action 
is for hoteliers to refuse to accommodate 
NF members. 


RACIST TAUNT TO COUNCILLORS 


Bolton Council turned down an appli- 
cation for an anti-racist festival in a park 
with the excuse that there was no suitable 
venue available. Labour councillor Mike 
Foster said, ‘‘It is strange that the council 
allowed the National Front to use council 
buildings, yet do not allow a rock against 
racism concert in a park. It leads me to 
believe the majority of councillors in 
this chamber are racist”’. 

But Tory councillors were angry at 
being called racist and insisted the decision 
was made for practical reasons. Apart 
from there being no park available at that 
time, they said that after previous RAR 
events they had received complaints of 
noise and it was expensive to tidy up. 

Anti-racists in the town were furious 
at the decision. A representative of 
Bolton ANL said, ‘‘It’s ridiculous that the 
council should turn down a festival 
aimed at promoting racial harmony 
when it threw open the Town Hall to 
the National Front for a meeting last 
February. It just doesn’t make sense’’. 
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BURY COUNCIL BLOCK ANL 


Bury Anti Nazi League have been refused 
permission to hire a school building for a 
public meeting. The council’s Policy and 
Resources Committee told them that 
they did not consider any of the buildings 
under the control of the council to be 
suitable for the purpose. 

This was the second time the ANL had 
been turned down in six months. In July 
last year they applied to use a school 
for a public meeting and were offered 
the use of a playing field for an outdoor 
meeting. 


HEAD TEACHER HITS OUT OVER NF 
BOOKING 


A head teacher in Southgate, Middlesex, 
has attacked education authorities for 
allowing the Front to meet in his school. 
He told a meeting of parents and gover- 
nors, “‘I still feel that such action not 
only is insensitive to the feelings of 
staff, pupils, parents and governors of the 
school, but actually makes our job 
of actively promoting racial harmony 
between peoples of differing national, 
religious and ethnic backgrounds 
extremely difficult. 

“Although we on the staff are not in 
any way responsible for this decision, 
that is not generally understood. In my 
opinion the layman — and child — will 
believe that we speak with a hypocritical 
tongue when we preach racial harmony 
in a room used earlier in such an ob- 
noxious way.’ 


A CAMBRIDGE EQUATION 

An application from a student union 
ANL branch in Cambridge to hold a 
meeting in one of the public parks was 
turned down by the city council’s leisure 
committee. The reasons given were that 
the meeting might be considered a 
“provocative and inflammatory act” and 
“might lead to violence in the same way 
that a National Front meeting would 
lead to conflict’’. 


BRENT FRONT GO TO OMBUDSMAN 

The NF in Brent has complained to the 
local ombudsman because the _ local 
council has refused to allow them to 
hire council rooms for meetings. When 
the decision to ban them was made last 


November, members of the NF had 
occupied the public gallery of the council 
and caused the session to be closed 
for 10 minutes by shouting insults 
and threatening to break up meetings 
regularly. 

Since then they have held at least 
one meeting in a school and sent the 
council £2.60 as a hire fee. This was 
returned immediately. Nicholas Franklin, 
organiser of the Brent NF branch, who 
has made the complaint to the ombuds- 
man, said that they would continue to 
occupy classrooms and each time donate 
the money into either the forces or police 
charity. 


HACKNEY — 20,000 SIGN PETITION 
AGAINST NF 


Hackney Council is to call on the govern- 
ment to conduct a formal investigation 
into the National Front, since the NF 
have moved their headquarters into the 
area. Acting leader of the council, John 
Kotz, said, ‘There are things going on in 
the National Front that people do not 
know about and which they should know 
about. It definitely stands investigation 
under the Race Relations Act’’. 

There is a clause in the 1976 Race 
Relations Act which gives power to the 
Home Secretary to order the Race 
Relations Commission to _ investigate 
any organisation in order ‘‘to promote 
equality of opportunity, and good race 
relations, between persons of different 
racial groups generally”. 

The vote by Hackney Council, which 
was unanimous, was supported by a 
petition with 20,000 signatures collected 
from people living and working in Hackney 
and Tower Hamlets. 

Clir. John Kotz said, ‘‘We are deter- 
mined to do everything in our power to 
stop them having their headquarters in 
Hackney”’. 


FRONT MOVE FAILS 

The NF’s attempts to get Slough Com- 
munity Relations Council disqualified as 
a registered charity failed recently when 
the Charity Commission decided that the 
CRC had not shown political bias in its 
use of public money. The Slough branch 
of the NF, led by Tom Mundy, had called 
on the cancellation of the council's 
registration after they had spent £165 of 





public funds on distribution of an anti- 
Front leaflet, Exposing the Hatemongers, 
published by the Jewish Board of Depu- 
ties. In a letter to Mundy, a representative 
of the commission said, ‘We have found 
no evidence to support the contention 
that the CRC has used general monies to 
engage in political activities, or that it has 
shown political bias contrary to its 
declared purpose”’. 

Mundy was said to be ‘‘astounded” at 
this declaration and apparently intends to 
ask the district auditor to investigate the 
matter as a ‘‘misues’’ of public funds. 
He may also make an appeal under the 
Charity Acts. 


TOTTENHAM LABOUR PARTY 
MEMBERS CLEARED 


Five Labour Party members in Tottenham 
who were arrested at an anti-NF demon- 
stration last July have been cleared of all 
charges. One of them, Ms Sheila Peacock, 
is carrying out a private prosecution of a 
Tottenham policeman who _ allegedly 
assaulted her on the same occasion. She 
said that she was dragged by the hair 
when she was arrested, had her arm 
twisted behind her back and was badly 
bruised. 


FOUR WAYS TO COUNTER RACIST 
ATTACKS 


Four possible ways of countering racist 
attacks were suggested by a Camden 
Community Relations Officer, Eric Jay, 
at a joint meeting of the local Anti- 
Racist Committee and ANL branch. 

Firstly that all racist attacks should be 
recorded, to find a pattern of when and 
where they take place. Secondly, anti- 
racists should offer protection and 
support to all people who are being 
harassed, particularly those who are 
unwilling to report incidents to the 
police. Thirdly, Jay proposed that people 
should infiltrate the areas where there 
was most harassment, identify the main 
culprits and then stop them by “‘using 
NF ideas and reversing them”. 

Finally he called for all anti-racists 
to campaign against immigration laws. 


ANTI-COMMON MARKET GROUP BAN 
NF 

An anti-Common Market organisation is 
being reformed after banning members 
of the NF from joining. In a press state- 
ment from the Spelthorne Anti-Common 
Market Group, the secretary, Eric Butter- 
field, said, “It has been decided to 
reactivate the group. We welcome help 
from people of any race or colour or 
political affiliations (National Front 
excepted) and hope our effort will, 
in some way, contribute to Britain 
withdrawing from the EEC”. 


HAVAC’S UNWELCOME GUESTS 


Another organisation that has aims shared 
by extreme right wing groups is the 
Hooliganism and Vandalism Action 
Campign (HAVAC). 

HAVAC, which is a pressure group to 
bring back severer punishments for 
offenders, is supported by a wide range 
of individuals, including Gen. Sir Walter 
Walker, the man who proposed to set up 
a private army in 1974 to run the country 
in the event of a general strike. More 
recently he has advocated deporting 
“coloured youths who are found to be 
organised extremists’’. 

Forty six Conservative MPs support 
HAVAC, and several councillors and 
churchmen in Bradford, where the 
campaign is based, have said publicly 
that they agree with the aims of the 
campaign. 

Not surprisingly HAVAC has trouble 
keeping the National Front out of their 
meetings. Martin Webster said that they 
had ‘‘worthy objectives’’ and that he 
thought their policies regarding harsh 
corporal punishment ‘‘very admirable”. 

But HAVAC organisers say they don’t 
want any support from the NF. ‘They 
send people to our meetings and say they 
want us to be a part of their organisation. 
But we want nothing to do with them; 
they go into schools and indoctrinate our 
young people to hate’, said Mr Patrick 
North, HAVAC chairman. 


NF ATTACK MARCH 


In a pre-arranged attack on a Sinn Fein 
march in London, 150 NF supporters 
charged through police lines to fight with 
demonstrators. Forty one arrests were 
made, 39 of which were Front members, 
only two of the demonstrators were 
charged. One policeman was injured in 
the attack, which took place near Speakers 
Corner in Hyde Park. The march was 
being held to commemorate Bloody 
Sunday. 


ARYAN BITTEN BY BLACK DOG 


A dog has been severely reprimanded by 
authorities in Plymouth for biting a 
National Front candidate. The owner of 
the dog, which is black, has been ordered 
to control it on the grounds that it is 
dangerous. The NF candidate is still on 
the loose. 


TYNDALL IN THE DARK 


When the ‘Liverpool Debating Society’’ 
held a meeting in a railwaymen’s social 
club near Toxteth, Liverpool, they soon 
found themselves in the dark. Members 
of the club were not fooled by the 
respectable-sounding name of the organi- 
sation, which was of course the National 
Front in thin disguise, and turned off all 
the lights in the club in protest. John 
Tyndall was to have addressed the meeting.

Larden 


Some months ago the Birmingham 
Evening Mail ran a story about a so- 
called faith healer, ‘‘Rev.”’ Brian Williams, 
whom Searchlight revealed to be a 
notorious anti-Semite of long standing. 

In a story on January 23 they seem to 
have dug up yet another character with 
a rather interesting background. On this 
occasion he was not a faith healer but a 
computor programmer who had started 
up what the Evening Mail described as a 
“unique society’’. It was the story of one 
Robert Larden and his formation of a 
society based on his name, the Larden 
Society, in which all the members had to 
have the name Larden as a condition of 
membership. 

Apparently Mr Larden had for some 
time been interested in his family tree 
and thought it a good idea to get as many 
Larden’s as possible together in a club. 

Nothing remarkable about such an 
ambition — but there is, as we have 
implied, rather more to Robert Larden 
that may interest any of his namesakes 
who may feel tempted to take up his 
offer. 

Mr Larden’s great interest in nostalgia 
has been for many years reflected in his 
devotion to making the ideas and aims of 
that well known German of the ‘30s and 
40s, Adolf Hitler, acceptable. His form 
in this respect, for one so young, is 
impressive. 

Until 1975 he was a member of the 
Nazi British Movement and then joined 
the even more extreme National Socialist 
Party (UK). 

On October 22 1975 he took part in the 
organisation of a ‘‘grass roots’’ liaison 
meeting between members of various 
Nazi groups that took place in South 
Birmingham. The following day he went 
up to the Pateley Bridge home of Colin 
Jordan to take part in a British Movement 
camp. As recently as 1976 he was still 
corresponding with a South Coast Nazi. 

He often used to brag that he had 
access to firearms and also claimed to 
be in touch with sympathisers in the 
Territorials. 

If Mr Robert Larden has decided to 
try new pastures of a less controversial 
kind, he may find them more ameniable. 
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
